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Have brought the Affair of the Eaf- 
India Trade to this fhort Head, ‘That 
by its prodigious Eacrgaf it bad al- 

moft tuin’d our Mapufaétures of Stpffs and 
Silk, sud curd Multitudes of -our Peopte 
ont of their Employment, That the Manu- 
faftures were suin’d, 1 think, is made 
plain; that the poor People were thrown 
aut of their Employments, and ran ftar- 
wing and begging about the Country, -put- 
ting their Words into every Drudgery that 
came in their Way, is but too plain ; there 
gre Thoufands of miferable Witneffes alive 
to confirm it—— But how fhall we prove, 
that this was occafion’d by the Heft: india 
Company, ‘or by _the Flux of Silks, &e. 
from the, E¢f- India Trade ? 

1’ tell you how I prove it, aad I believe, 
it will be allow’d me to be a moft rational 
Method 3; I prove it thus. 


1, That, tilh the Ba/f- India Goods did 
thus flow:is upon ps, and ‘till our thonghe- 
lefs Gentry fe in.with the fatal Guft of m:- 
king them their Made both of Drefs and 
Fureitare, as has been noted, it was not fo. 

2. That the Decreafe of the Manufg@ure 
bore a true Alternative to the Encreafe of 
the foreign Suks, Or. and thefe decay’d in 
a true Proportion, jit as they advanc’d the 
Depth of our. Confumption jn Manufadty, S 
kept Time with the Heighth of our Eai- 
India Frenzy, 

3: And, which is the principal Argument, 
as foon-ps the Eaft-Judia Silks, Oe. met 
with a Cheeque by the late happy Probibi- 
tion, the Meavfaéture fenfibly reviv'd 5 and 
this Prohibition having been fo frilly 
made, as to amount to a perfeét Exclufion, 
the Eaft-Iudiz Goods being come to the 
Extremity of Difufe, the Manufa@ores are 

re- 
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recoverd again, not to what they Joft on- 
ly, but co a higher Magnitude than ever 
they were at before. 


The Two firft of thefe I have fufficiently 
prov’d, in that Part of the Work I have 
gone thorongh, to which! referr; the-laft 
remains for Demonftration. 

And I begin with Canterbury, whofe flou- 
rifhing, Condition was reduc’d from 1000 
Looms to under go 3 and I appeal to the 
Gentlemen cencern’d in that Trade, if 
there were near 50 Looms left in that City 
at the Time of the Prohibicion— It is not 
requifite to my Argument to prove, there 
are juftas many Looms io that City as be- 
fore, becaufe one Circomffance alters it, 
Viz. That the People fled with the Trade, 
and left the Place, and itisnot pofhble to 
recover the Numbers of People immediate- 
ly: But this is fufficient, the Number of 
Looms is encreafed fully upto the Propor- 
tion of the Number of the People there are 
to their Employ; and thismay be added, 
that thofe People alfo daily encreafe agaia ; 
the Merchants concern’d here for them hire 
all the Journey-men they can get for them, 
and offera Guinea a Head Advance: Money 
to every Workman that wil} go down to 
thems the Number of Looms are already 
recover'd to above soo, and if they are not 
reach’d up tothe fir Number, ’tis vifible, 
the Reafon is Waatof People, not Want of 
Trade. 

From hence! come to Norwich; and ex- 
eept afew, of which Sort we have always 
fome, who wit] be ever complaining, let 
things go welt or Hl 3 except thefe, I fay, 
you cannot find aComplainer : here is noc 
a Family, ora Workman, that can fay they. 
want Work; the whole City, the whole 
County is full of Bufinefs, and I believe, 1 
may fay of this Country, notwithRanding 
the War, mnotwithftanding the general 
Checque upon our foreign Exports, the 
Loffes at Sea, and in our Collonies, this 
Courtry thrives, they havea full Trade, no 
Man wants Employment, no Man wantsa 
Market for his Goods, nor a Market: Price 
acither. In fhorr, all the Decay, } have 
jafifted on, is recover’d, and Crowds of 
poor People flock thither from the Neigh 


bourisg Counties, whofe Manufaétures, de. 
pendiag upon the Spanifh Trade, are now 
under declining Circumftances, 
_ Jfr-ely appeal to the People concern’d in 
thefe Grades tor the Truth of this, and I 
could esiasge in che particular Branches of 
the Trade, which have more than ordinari- 
ly encreas’d, and illuftrace ic from the more 
than ordinary Agreement they have with 
my Arguinent, viz. The Rife of iais Trade, 
on the Fallot the Ea/t-India Trade; out E 
thal] come to that prefently. 
Let me now look a litle nearer Home 
nto Spistie-Ficlds,and here I could fummon 
a Cloud of Witneffes to make good the Al- 
legation.. But to begin with the Terra-Fir- 
ma; SPEAK, LANDLORDs! You that 
made nothing of your Tenements, that 
had your Houfles {eiz’d tor Ground- Rent, or 
that tnought it not worth while to repair 
them whenempty, having no Expectation 
of Tenants to take them ; thai let whole 
Streets of new Foundationsrua co Ruin, as 
not worth while to foifhchem, and let the 
Ground-Landlord fell them to make Good 
your Contraéts; that faw the People fly 
trom whole Streets together, and whole 
Spittle-Fields going the direét Way co De- 
folatios ; Well, thus it was, That every 
Body will own, dut how [ands it mow? 
Where are your empty Houfes now, Gen- 
tlemen ? Or where are the Houles that 
would oe fold for Finifbing, or for Grouad- 
Rent ? Are the People in Spitsle. Fields ree 
turn’d or no? Are the empty Streets fhp- 
ply’dorno? Nay rather, isnot Spitele-Fields 
fo full now, that there being no Room for 
more People, every Body is building more 
Houfes, and the Surplus of Families have 
fpread themfelyes into otber half built Pla- 
ces, that were before languifhing for Want 
of People, and revived them ; as particular 
ly the Buildings about Hoxton-Square, Upper 
Moor-Fields, Old: Strees , the Mins, and o- 
ther Places in Southwark; and in fhore, 
every Place, where Houfes are to had, are 
replenifhed by this Reftoration of Trade > 
Ia Spittle-Fields Houfes are {Carcer to be 
had, and le:t-for better Rents, in Propor- 
tion, than in Chespfides and that whole Place: 
being not ableto containthe Trade, anew 
Plantation, as it were, of the Stuff Trade, ia 
now 
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now erected in Southwark, and other Places, 
aad whole Countics are employ’d in Spin- 
ning, tofupply this City with Yarn 5 Coun- 
ties, that never {pun before, are fee to 
Work by it; nay, fuch is the Encreafe of the 
Trade, ane the Wantof Yarn, that tince 


the Unioa, J have been fent to into Scorland 
to fee,if any Sp oniag.sWork could be jovod, 
among our Neighbours in the North—And 
all this fiance che Prohibition of the B.//- 
India Goods; I thal enter farther into [; =

Thirdly, This was printed three Yeara 
ago, my Reafons aod Opinion plainty pubs 
ath’d, and the Argument fully anfwer'd; 
the Autbor’s Defign therefore cagnut be to 
argue, bucmufl really, asking the Reader's 
Pardon for the Word, be villainous, and that 
perfonally fo, to fuggeft, that 1 would 
hereby jultifie or leffea the Cafe of King 
Charles J.

Thus Lhave given a true State of the 
Cale, the Reafon aod Defign ot this Argu- 
ment; and, as [all along premifed, shat 
there was nothing detign’d>ia ic tq leffen 
the Cafe of King Charles I. Whacybut an 
Atcempt of Perfonal 'njury can this Stan- 
dersr mean? —But J dehe him, and all his 
Mn Malice.
